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PIN FOOD DISTRIBUTION

The second free food distribution 
at Guadalupe Church last Wednes- 
day was marred by disorder and 
bad feelings. Chinatown's site 
joined the other riot-torn or near 
riot-torn distributions centers in 
the Bay Area to heap infamy upon 
the People In Need (PIN) pro- 
gram，set Up as demanded by 
Patricia Hearst's Symbionese Lib- 
eration Army captors. 

But nobody bothered to philosco- 
phize that day. Most of those who 
happened to be there were more 
concerned with removing their 
presence than with justifying 让 . 
The high-tensioned， problematic 
situation that pervaded Guadalupe 
Church was the antithesis of the 
orderly and serene manner that 
distinguished the first Chinatown 
distribution at the same location 
March 8. 

The operation was 计 - 后 他 om 
the start. When notice was served 
in the media that the' revamped 
PIN program would resume food 
distribution on March 25 after a 
two-week suspension，Chinatown 


Was conspicuously missing 他 om 
the list of distribution sites. How- 
ever, SUspicions were dispelled 
when ”on Tuesday, several Chi- 
nese Dewspapers printed an- 
nouncements Saying that food 
would be distributed the following 
day. (What had happend was that 
Special food was prepared for dis- 
tribution in Chinatown, and iti had 
been hoped that only the Chinese 
would come to get it Thus the 
delay and the furtiveness.) 

FOOD DELAYED 

But the secret was poorly kept. 
At 10 a.m. Wednesday，at which 
time distribution was supposed to 
start, there were about 700 people 
gathered on the sloping sidewalk 
in front of the church. Many were 
Chinese; many were black. 

The place was right, butthe time 
was not. The truckload of meat did 
not arrive until 11:15. About 30 
volunteers, led by Chinatown PIN 
coordinator Ben Lau， immediately 
started to unload the truck，but 
had considerable trouble gaining 
passage through the crowd， which 
had blocked off entrance into the

Chinese Playground Phase II: a 
new tot lot and a twostory club- 
house with possibly a basketball 
court on its roof. Just how costly， 
necessary，and well-constructed 
these additions will be- was dis- 
cussed at the March 27 meeting of 
the Committee for Better Parks 
and Recreational Facilities in 
Chinatown. 

Phase I， revamping the chil- 
drens play area，was completed 
last fall (EXW 10/3/73). A highly 
Successful radical departure 人 各 om 
other city play areas,， Phase I was 
developed after a long five-year 
struggle that required much com- 
munity effort in the planning proc- 
eSS. 

Some of that same effort is again 
needed 让 Phase II is to get off the 
ground. 

At Wednesday night's meeting， 
representatives from recreational 
facilities and community programs 
in Chinatown were asked to com- 
ment on Phase I 工 . 

CLUBHOUSE FAVORED 

Paul Whang, Chinese Recreation 
Center director,， and Douglas Lee， 
Chinese Playground director for 
the last eight years, Spoke in favor 
of the clubhouse. A new elubhouse 
would mean a larger program for 
the playground. It would also 
relieve some of the program bur- 
dens from neighboring youth facili- 
ties. 

Whang，a former Chinese Play- 
ground director for 17 years，said 
the present clubhouse is as smal 
as a“dolls house.”"“A_ director 
can't conduct a program there， 
because kids are constantly inter- 


rupting the director for balls and 
the use of the telephone.” 

Paul Ashe，area supervisor for 
the Parks and Recreation Dept.， 
cautioned the committee about the 
Size of the clubhouse. He said the 
clubhouse would have to be at 
least 1850 square feet, and maybe 
even 2,000 square feet. 

Although alternative sites were 
proposed for the clubhouse，the 
generally agreed-on site is the bas- 
ketball court，now located at 
ground level on Waverly Place. 
The basketball court，being 3,000 


Square feet，is large enough to 


house a large clubhouse. 

Sister Beverly 开 arnatz， co-chair- 
person of the committee，pointed 
out other reasons for the site selec- 
tion: the basketball court's accessi- 
bility to Waverly Place for con- 
struction materials; a_natural 
banking of three walls; and the 
fact that any proposed clubhouse 
should not cast shade on the play 
area. 

COST FACTOR 

On the other hand，location at 
the ground level would provide 
less visibility for the director than 
at either the second or third levels. 
The addition of a basketball court 
on the roof of the new building 
might also be too expensive. Jamn- 
ice Birkeland，Community Design 
Center aide, estimates there would 
be a "significant ecost factor”of $4 
per Square foot over the $60 per 
square foot figure given for con- 
struction costs of a clubhouse. Fi- 
nally, Sister 久 arnatz warned of ad- 
ditional stafft needs to run the 
indoor programs and the outdoor

POLICE RAID 
N.Y. CHINATOWN 


NEW YORK 一 In four pre-dawn 
Chinatown raids last week，New 
York state police seized firearms， 
documents and'a large amount of 
cash，the Cjzzzese 7T7zes in San 
Francisco reported Monday. Three 
Chinese men were arrested in 
related police operations and bulle- 
tins were issued for the arrest of 
two others. 

The Taes said that at 2 a.m. 
Saturday morning，March 30， 
about 50 police officers，armed 
with search warrants，raided four 
different locations in Chinatown 
housing the On Leong，Hip Sing， 
Sung Ching and Tai Lok associa- 
tions respectively. About $48,000 
in cash，four guns，and some 
documents and accounting books 
Were known to have been seized 
by pojlice. 

The raids that shocked the entire 
Chinese community were said to 
be related to state investigations 
into gambling and police graft in 
Chinatown, according to the Taes 
report.

DONIT DODGE THE SCHOOD EROBLEMP

Now that the San Francisco teacher's strike is 
over，wWe can look at the educational scene with a 
cooler head. 

Anyone with an understanding of ethnic minority 
goups have distinctive problems and special educa- 
tional needs. Indeed，many school Problems are 
extensions of community problems. 

Look at the Chinatowns，not too many commun- 
ities in the United States could boast the distinc- 
tion of having problems in language，employment， 
immigration，housing，education，gangs，underworld 
activities，and foreign political rivalry，all rolled into 
one. So far，we have seen patchwork efforts by 
the _ school district here and there. We have not 
seen the school board plan for any major thrusts 
to. meet the challenge. 

However，we are just as Sad to see that many 
community residents are unaware of the school 
situation. The parents are not the only ones un- 


aware and apathetic toward the children's special 
educational needs; even Chinese-American teachers 
are not together in their assessments of the school 
Situation. When the community shows no interest 
and the ethnic staff is divided，small wonder that 
little headway is made to improve ouUr schools. 
In the past，Chinatown parents would rally and 
teact Whenever issues of busing or integration are 
raised. ”But there are much more affecting the 
schools than the problem of balancing student pop- 
ulation. We call on the community to' hold regu- 
lar discussions and meetings to familiarize with OUr- 


selves educational issues. We call on Chinese- 
Americans teachers to get together，Sserving as an 
imnportant link between the school and the commnu- 
nity. We call on ouI students to speak up and let 
us hear from them，who in the final analysis，are 
the ones directly affected.

CHICAGO PLANS 
SECOND CHINATOWN

Can Chicago support two vigor- 
ous Chinatowns? Perhaps. 


According to the Crcago 7T77- . 


be， Jimmy Wong,a 60-year-old 
restaurateur, and the Hip Sing As- 
Sociation，a Chinese business 
group，are busily converting a 
three-block stretch of Argyle 
Street in the tattered and troubled 
Uptown community into_a beanuti- 
ful and fanciful new Chinatown 一 
Chinatown North. 

The old Chinatown is the tight 
little enclave centered at Cermak 
Road and Wentworth Avenue on 
the South Side. 

Wongand his associates have 
quietly bought up 60 per cent of 
the property on both sides of 
Argyle，hoping the transform the 
existing drab mix of shops, service 
businesses and a few taverns into 
“a pedestrian mall lned with care- 
fully redesigned shops and dining 
places under pagoda rooftops . . 
ornamented with trees，rock gar- 
dens，reflecting pools，and other 
amenities, and special illumination 
would give 让 night-time charm.” 

POVERTY AREA 

Uptown is an area of poverty 
populated largely by Southern 
Whites, American Indians,Latinos， 
and Asians. Sporadic efforts to up- 
grade the area have 了 lopped，bnut 
Wong and Hip Sing have more 
going for them besides titles to 
property and entrepreneurial ex- 
perience. 了 or one thing, they have 
the interest of W. Clement Stone，

Architect T. C. Chang has been 
retained to Sketch outlines of how 
Chinatown North might look.

TO DO MOST BUSING 


It the student assignment plans 
for integrating the seventh， 
eighth, ninth and tenth grades are 
approved at the Board of 孔 duca- 
tion meeting April 9, it will mean 
that black and Asian students in 
the ceity will carry the brunt of 
busing. 

According to the new plans re- 
leased recently，the highest per- 
centage of junior high school stu- 
dents to be moved are black (36.2 
per cent) and Asian (32 per cent). 
In the tenth grade assignment 
plan，only black and Asian stu- 
dents are moved，some clear 
across town: 54 Chinese from the 
Washington High area to Lincoln; 
346 Chinese from the Galileo High 
area to McAteer, Mission, Lincoln， 
and Wilson; 107-blacks from the 
Woodrow Wilson High area to Lin- 
coln; and 38 blacks from the WiL 
Son area to Balboa. 

The plan also recommends that 
Some type of free transportation 
be provided for the 1200 secondary 
students who must travel more 
than 50 minutes to get to school. 

The secondary plan is designed 
to fully integrate junior high 
Schools next year and high schools， 
one grade at atime, by 1976. 

According to_ integration direc- 
tor Carlos Cornejo，April 9 is the 
Straining point in the Board's 
adoption of an integration plan for 
Secondary schools.

MEASUREKILLED 


A _ measure which would have 
created a _ new medical classifica- 
tion 一 “physician assistants" 一 for 
persons who practice acupuncture， 
was killed in the State Senate Fi- 
nance Committee ljast Monday.

TAIPEI 一 The National Health 
Administration (NHA) in Taipei 
has _ announced plans to make 
acupuncture standard therapy 
throughout Taiwan's clinics for 
drug addicts. Presently, all clinics 
rely on chemical treatments. Dr. 
Yen Chun-hui，NHA director，re- 
ports that in one year he has cured 
100 addiets with treatments ad- 
ministered twice daily in the area 
of the ear. 


CHINA LEAVES LAOS， 
TURNS TO BURMA 


BANGKOK 一 Diplomats in Bur- 
ma _ report that while Chinese 
troops that built the roadways in 
Laos have been withdrawn，other 
troops have crossed the Chinese 
border into Burma and are eur- 
rently occupying uninhabited 
border lands in the northeast. 

Apparently，the Chinese troops 
are present to aid the “White 
Flag”Burmese Communists and 
have not penetrated deeply into 
Burma. So far，the Burmese gov- 
ernment has not seemed alarmed， 
and has not given the Chinese 
presence any publicity.

Chan said that in 1973 about 
300,000 applications were filed 
with theLiaison Office.It is not Un- 
common, he said, that prospective 
Visitors to China have to wait for 
as long as six months before they 
receive a definitive word.

Until such covenants on sale con- 
tracts and deeds were ruled illegal 
by the Supreme Court in 19S2， 让 
was difficult for people like Quan to 
buy property.

That's exactly what Quan did in 
195S1 when he bought a house on 
18th avenue. Even that，he recol- 
lects，caused “a lot of hell.” “和 工 
remember one neighbor coming Up 
to me and saying，“Why in the hell 
did you come here? Go back to 
Chinatownl 2” 

These were lonely and“'terrible” 
days for Quan. His only friend，C.C. 
Wing，an attorney，lived on 20th 
avenue. Quan was the only Chinese 
on 18th. His neighbors were second 
generation Germans，English，and 
Irish 〈(“a lot of Irish”) .. . police- 
men，judges，and lawyers.

Quan also owned a_ building on 


120th where he ran a restaurant. Be- 


catuse there were few Chinese living 
“out there,” he served mostly 
whites. “My place was a little 
Americanized with Chinese food on 


|the side. I used to have barbeque 


chicken and barbeque spareribs 


which nobody else had.” 
Recalling how he got the restau- 


rant brought laughter and two loud 
slaps on the desk of his travel office 


“on Clay street. He recalls being sent 


by aunion to be a chef at the restaU- 
rant: one of the redquirements of the 
job was serving customers. 

“The owner wanted to try me, but 
the chef there didn't want me，He 
just didn't want a Chinese setving 
customers. 9o he sent me back to 
the union， That was all right by 
me 一 I still got paid. The next day， 
they called again. The union said， 
however: “Hey no，we only got one 
chef here.， So the owner reluctantly 
accepted me. But, funny thing, after 
one day，the owner liked me and 
fired the other chef. Later, I bought 
the place from him.” 

According to Quan, people didn't 


.really seriously think of buying 


houses until 1952 when hew immi- 


gration 1aws were passed，allowing 


immigrants to send for their fami- 
lies.“Up to that time，everyone had 
the intention of going back to 
China. No one wanted to buy a 
house,”Quan said 

His house then was relatively 
cheap 一 $11,000，Now that same 
property is worth over $50,000. 

RICHMOND ATTRACTS 

Why have more Chinese moved 
out to the Richmond? According to 
Quan, it's the“convenience.”“The 
houses' are bigger，and they have 
yards for the children to play. The 
Schools are better than those in 
Chinatown，and the transportation 
makes things easier, That's why the 
Richmond attracts the Chinese,”he 
elaborated . 

He worked at his restaurant in the 
Richmond during the day and came 
to Chinatown in the evenings， He 
takes definite pride in his parti- 
cipation in his family association， 
the Democratic Club，and the 
American Legion.

Things in the Richmond have 
changed since the eatrly fifties. 
Someday，Quan hopes to sit down 
and write about his early exper- 
iehnces. Looking at me with a sigh, he 
Said nostalgically,，“30 yeats of his- 
tory. [It's been quite a bit. Ididnit 
think I was that old.”
